President Wilson, in addressing 
largest audience of his present trip.

“Why, to ask that question is to an- 
ewer it,” he said. 

‘Whenever international law is vio- 
luted by one or the other belligerents,” 
the president said; “America was called 
upon to register a ‘voice of protest, 
of insistence.’ 

“Do you want the sitdation to be 
such that all the president can do is to 
write messages and utter words of pro- 
test? If these breaches of interna- 
tional law, which are in daily danger 
of occurring, should touch the very 
honor of the United States, do you 
wish to do nothing about it? Do you 
wish to have all the world say that 
the ‘flag of the United States can be 
stained with impunity?

Thunderous Applause for Wilson. 

The president's address was punc- 


tuated with thunderous applause. He

wanted peace drew a quick othe sad 
and his assertion that the self-respect 
of the nation must be preserved elic- 
ited another great demonstration. A 
throng that filled every seat in the 
Coliseum cheered him to the echo. 

The presidem declared he was trying 
to weigh carefully every word he 
said. He reiterated that he had been 
daily charged to keep the country out 
of war and also to uphold its honor. 

“And many a night when it has 
seemed impossible for me to sleep,” he 
said, “because of the apparently in- 
extricable difficulties into which our 
international relations were drifting, 
I have said to myself, ‘I wonder if the 
people of the United States fully 
know what that mandate means to 
me.“ And then sleep has come; be- 
cause I knew that there was not a 
community in America that would not 
stand behind me in maintaining the 
honor of the United States. 

Difficult to Keep Peace. 

“The difficulty of keeping America 
at peace during this titanic struggle 
across the sea cannot be disclosed now; 
perhaps it never can be disclosed. How 
anxious and how difficult this task 
has been! But my heart has been 
in it. I have not grudged a single bur- 
den that has been placed upon me with 
that end in view. For I know that not 
only my own heart, but the heart of 
all America was in the cause of 
peace.”

Government Is Considering

Washington, February 1.— (Special.) 
Thomas E. Watson may -shortly be 
indicted by a federal grand jury out- 
side of Georgia at the request of the 
department of justice for publishing 
alleged libellous. and obscene er 
in The Jeffersonian in connection with 
the recent murder trial of Leo M. 
Frank. 

The entire Georgia Bio BORE BP del- 
egation, except Senators Hoke Smith 
and Hardwick, called today on Secre- 
tary of the Treasury McAdoo and At- 
tornéy General Gregory to urge that 
the proposed action be dropped by the 
government. 

Mr. McAdoo was appealed to as a 
former Georgian on the ground that 
the action would be a reflection upon 
the federal courts and federal grand 
juries of Georgia, and a notice to the 
world that a man could not get a 
fair trial in the state. 

Attorney General Gregory yesterday 
stated that the suggested action had 
never crossed his mind. Today he dis- 
cussed it more seriously. however, and 
admitted that the indictment was un- 
der advisement. Every Georgia repre- 
sentative joined in an appeal not to 
put this blot upon the state. 

Georgia Cengressmen Protest. 

Their visit today followed a confer- 
ence held yesterday in the office of 
Representative William C. Adamson to 
discuss the rural route situation: at 
which the Watson matter was brought 
up.

Possible That -Submarine 


for Purpose of Operating 
Off the American Coast. 


Washington, February 1.—The pos- 
sibility that a German. submarine ac- 
companied the captured British liner 
Appam across the Atlantid and was 
Preparing to operate off the American 
coast aroused much interest among 
navy officials here. No information 
tending to confirm reports to that ef- 
fect had reached the department, but 
officials pointed out that so far as 
cruising radius of modern submarines 
is concerned the operation would be 
entirely possible. 

If, as navy officials have some rea- 
son to believe, Germany recently has 
developed submersibles of 1,000 tons 
displacement or more, a trans-Atlan- 
tic voyage could be made without 
great hardship.. The United States 
has one 1,000 ton boat, the Schley, al- 
most completed, and soon will order 


the sea with the fleet in all weathers. 
U. 8. Navy Officials Skeptical. 

Navy officers generally were skep- 
tical of the reports, however, although 
it was recalled that the flow. of Ameri- 
can-made munitions to the allied pow- 
ers probably would begin to reach its 
full proportions within the next few 
months, inviting unusual efforts by 


the, Teutonic naval forces. The main 
relfance of a submarine is her torpe- 
does and no submersihle can carry 
more than half a dozen. To resupply 
them in the United states would be 
practically impossible without the ef- 
fort being detected, officers said, leav- 
ing the raider submarine with only her 
small disappearing gun for armament. 

Naval officers generally agreed that 
to agcomplish any continued effective 
work it would be necessary for a sub- 
marine to have a base ‘of supplies 
somewhere in the western Atlantic.

A boat of this 
type, built for the British government 
and assembled in Canada, ig khown to 
have traveled from the North Atlantic 
coast to Malta without stopping her 
engines. The newest coast defense 
craft now being planned will have a 
normal radius of nearly 6,000 miles. 

The commander of the flotilla of K 
boats which recently went from San 
Francisco to Honolulu under their own 
power, reported at the conclusion of 
the trip that they could have trakeled 
to the limit of their fuel capacity 
about 4,000 miles—at a sustained speed 
of thirteen knots an hour. 

There have been many rumors of 
submarine bases established on the 
American or Canadian.coasts, but noth- 
ing definite ever developed. Anvesti- 
gations by the navy radio service as 
to possible secret radio plants co-op- 
erating with the U boats revealed no 
irregularities. 

WARNING WITHDRAWN

New York, February 1—The British 
consul general here today notified Brit- 
ish shipping here to be on the lookout 
for German submarines in American 
waters, but the warning was later said 
to have been withdrawn as needless.

When the Appam dropped anchor in 
Hampton Roads, she was ‘boarded by 
the quarantine officer, Dr. H. Me- 
Caffery, and given a clean bill of 
health. Soon afterward Lieutenant 
Berge came ashore and called upon the 
German consul, Marshall von Shilling, 
and together they went to the office of 
Colonel Haynes, commandant of Fort 
Monroe, to pay an official call.

Newport News district, and later he 
came to Norfolk and made a statement 
of facts to Mr. Hamilton for the trans- 
mission to the government officials.

should it fail to obey, the neutral 
power must employ the means at its 
disposal to release it with its officers 
and crew and to intern the prize crew.

NEW DANGER FACED

Washington, February 1.—4 German 
raider loose on the seas, with a known 
record of seven enemy ships sunk and 
another captured, at a time when the 
German naval flag was believed to 
have been swept from the ocean except 
for the submarines, is the most star- 
tling feature that attracts attention 
here to the capture of the British 
liner Appam, and her daring dash 
across the Atlantie to a haven at 
Hampton Roads. . 

American naval officers, who have 
not been reluctant to admire the ex- 
ploits of German sailors, agree that 
the cruise of the Appam and the opera- 
tions of the mysterious raider which 
took her prisoner, deserve a place in 
the naval history of the war beside 
the consummate daring of the Emden, 
the cruises of the Prinz Eitel Fried- 
rich and the Kronprinz Wilhelm, and 
probably beside the untold story of the 
Karlsruhe. 

Whilé the mysterious raider remains 
at liberty, avoiding the traveled lanes, 
kof taking refuge in unsailed waters 
and picking off a prize when the 
guarding lines of British cruisers are 
not near, the allied shipping faces a 
new and unexpected danger. 

May Have Karlisruke’s Guns.

‘BY THE LONDON PAPERS 


It Is Believed the Object of 
the Raid Was to Attack 
Munitions Factories—Man- 
chester in the Raided Dis- 
trict. 


London, February 1.—Fifty-four per- 
sons were killed and sixty-seven in- 
jured in last night’s Zeppelin raid. The 
figures in regard to the casualties 
were contained in an official state- 
ment issued here this afternoon. 

The official statement says bombs 
were dropped at several towns and in 
rural districts in Derbyshire, Leicester- 
shire, Lincolnshire and Staffordshire. 
Some damage to property was caused. 

The ficial Statement. 

The text of the official statement fol- 
lows: 

“An air raid last night was attempted 
on an extensive scale. It appears that 
the raiders were hampered by a thick 
mist. After crossing the coast the Zep- 
pelins steered various courses and drop- 
ped bombs at several towns and in rural 
districts in Derbyshire, Leicestershire, 
Lincolnshire and Staffordshire. Some 
damage to property was caused. No 
accurate reports were received until a 
very late hour. 5 

“The casualties notified up to the time 
of issuing the statement amount to 34 
persons killed and 67 injured.” 

By direction of the naval and military 
authorities, the police today ordered 
discontinuance of chimes and the strik- 
ing hours by public clocks between 
sunset and sunrise, as a precautionary 
measure. 

220 Bombs Dropped. 

An additional official statement was 
issued this evening as follows: 

“Further reports of last night's raid 
show that the evening’s air attacks 
covered a larger area than on any 
previous occasion. Bombs were dropped 


in Norfolk, Suffolk, Lincolnshire, Lei- 


cestershire, Staffordshire and Derby- 
shire, the number being estimated at 
220.

Berlin, February 1.—(By Wireless to 
Sayville.)—The German admiralty’s re- 
port on the Zeppelin raid of England 
says that incendiary bombs were drop- 
ped on and near Liverpool, Birkenhead, 
Manchester, Nottingham, Sheffield and 
Great Yarmouth. Violent fires occur- 
red. All the airships returned in safety. 
The text of the official statement 
reads: . 
“A German squadron during the night 
of January 3 1, dropped a 
large number of incendiary bombs on 
and near the Liverpool and Birkenhead 
docks, harbor. and factories; also on 
the Manchester Iron works and Black 
blast furnaces and on the Nottingham 
and Sheffield factories and blast fur- 
naces, and finally on a large number 
of industrial establishments in the 
Huniber and near Great Yarmouth 
(Norfolk).

ZEPPELIN BALKED 
IN DASH AT PARIS. 

Paris, February 1.—A Zeppelin start- 
ed in the direction of Paris last night 
at 9:45 o’clock. A warning was sent out 
from Compeigne that a German airship 
had been sighted in movement. The 
military governor of Paris orders that 
preparation be made to give the alarm 
if necessary. When the Zeppelin, how- 
ever, got into the field of the search- 
lights on the French front, it turned 
back and is supposed to have abandon- 
ed a projected raid. : 


CONSENT AGREEMENT 
IN CASH REGISTER CASE 


Cincinnati, February 1.—Practically 
every change asked for by the United 
States government in its action against 
the National Cash Register company 
of Dayton, Ohio, under the civil sec- 
tion of the Sherman. anti-trust law, 
was agreed to by the defendants today 
when a consent agreement was filed 
by attorneys for the defendants and 
the government ‘in the United States 
district court here. 

The government’s litigation’ against 
John Patterson and the other 26 
officials or former officials of the Na- 
tional Cash Register company under 
the criminal section of the Sherman 
law, was dismissed by the court, the 
costs being assessed against the de- 
fendants. 

The dismissal of the criminal case 
follows the reversal of the conviction 
of President Patterson and his asso- 
ciates by the United States circuit court 
of appeals and the refusal of the su- 
preme court to review the case. Mr. 
Patterson was sentenced to serve a 
year in prison and to pay a fine of 
$5,000, while the 26 other defendants 
received prison sentences or fines. 


SHOPPERS ATTACKED 
FOR EXCHANGE HAS8IT 


New York, February 1.—The custom 
of women shoppers in returning goods 
to stores to exchange them is offi- 
cially condemned by the Consumers’ 
league as a hardship to the employees 
of the stores through loss of sales.

tion. Compensation of the guardsmen | 
by the federal government for actual, 
services rendered was urged, although 
General Foster objected to designating 
this as a “militia pay” proposal. 

_ Garrison on Guardsmen. 

A letter from Secretary Garrison to 
Chairman Chamberlain of the senate 
committee was made public at the war 
department disapproving the senator’s 
militia pay bill. After declaring that 
the guardsmen always had stood in the 
way of the organization of a.purely 
federal volunteer force on sound lines, 
Mr. Garrison wrote: : 

“Having arrived at the consideration 
of a measure involving pay of the Na- 
tional Guard, we have come to the final 
parting ‘of the ways. The passage of 
such a measure would fully and irre- 
trievably,commit us to a system that 
has utterly failed in the past, which 
menaces our safety now; a system in 
which the people justly have no con- 
fidence. di ‘ 

“If we put the organiféd militia firm- 
ly in the saddle as is contemplated in 
this bill, the opportunity for adopting 
a sound military policy for the nation 
will have passed beyond recall.” 

The proposals of the guardsmen were 
well received in both committees. They 
were invited by the senate committee 
to draft their plan in the form of a 
bill, and several members of the house 
committee took occasion to congratu- 
late General Foster and Major General 
John F. O’Ryan, of the New York Na- 
tional Guard, who also spoke, on the 
showing they had made in behalf of 
the state troops. 

U. S. Control Over Militia. 

Generals Foster and O’Ryan and 
other National Guard officers present 
were agreed that there was no con- 
stitutiona] barrier to a very complete 
degree of federal contre! over the Na- 
tional Guard. Only the extra-territo- 
rial use of the state forces without 
their consent was denied the federal 
government by the constitution, Gen- 
eral O’Ryan asserted, and in this vir- 
tually all countries were alike. he 
imperial army of Japan could not be 
sent abroad on any but a defensive 
movement except when the men vol- 
unteered, he said, and the same was 
true in the much discussed military 
systems of Switzerland,and Australia. 
Discussing the question of compen- 
sating the militia, General Foster said: 

“The National Guard does not ask a 
dollar from the public treasury for 
which it cannot give a full measure of 
service in return. In the first place, it 
should be considered that under any 
system of volunteer military. service, 
the government must pay for such serv- 
ice, and that whether this cost takes 
the form of expense to train fit 
soldiers for active duty, or is. paid 
bounty and pensions to compensate for 
casualties attributable to the incompe- 
tency of unpreparedness, is a matter 
of choice—but with all argument for 
economy favoring the first named.” 

General Foster declared the war de- 
partment had favored militia compen- 
sation legislation all along, although 
the present secretary had not specifi- 
cally recommended sage of such 
acts. Without knowledge of the let-

River Below Cairo Contin- 
ues to Swell—Levees Are 
Breaking in Arkansas. 
Newport Under Water. 


* 


Washington, February 1. — The 
weather bureau tonight issued the fol- 
lowing flood bulletin: 

“The Ohio river is rising at a mod- 
erate rate, but e quantity of water 
in sight is not thought to be sufficient 
to cause any considerable increase 
along the lower reaches of the river, 
although a slaw rise will continue for 
some time. 17 stage at Evansville 
Tuesday morning was 38.7 feet, a rise 


52.1 feet, a rise of 7 foot in 24 hours. 

“The Mississippi above Cairo was 
tall at St. Louis, where the stage 
was 31.2 feet, and a continued slow 
fall is expected. The Mississippi river 
below Cairo continues to rise steadily, 
and on Tuesday morning the flood 
stage of ; feet was reached at New 
Orleans for the first time during the 
present rise. At the same time the 
gauge at Arkansas City read 54.2 feet, 
Greenville 48 feet, Vicksburg 50.4 feet 
and Natchez 49.2 feet. The river will 
continue to rise and a stage of 55 feet 
is indicated for Arkansas City by Sat- 
urday, February 5. This will be 4 
foot below the record stage of April 
12, 1912, with ‘a possibility of a slight 
further rise later. At Greenville and 
Vicksburg stages of 50 and 52 feet, 
respectively, are indicated between 
February 8 and 10, with à further rise 
thereafter, although it is not possible 
at this time to fix the exact date and 
crest of the flood. At Natchez a stage 
of 52.6 feet is indicated by February 
20. This will be 1 foot above the 
previous high water stage of April 
26, 1913, and other dates. 

“The above forecasts are based upon 
the amount of water now in sight 
without regard to future rainfall, not 
now indicated for several days at least, 
and upon the assumption that the 
levees will hold.“ 

SOUTHEAST ARKANSAS 
BEING INUNDATED. 

Little Rock, Ark., February 1.— 
Water let in through a gap torn in 
the Arkansas river levee near the 
state prison farm at Cummins tonight 
was spreading over the lowlands of 
six counties in southeastern Arkansas, 
endangering several hundred persons 
huddled on embankments with but 
scant shelter. Boats were dispatched 
from Pine Bluff to remove the refu- 
gees to places of safety, but were re- 
ported early tonight making slow 
progress against the swift current in 
the river. 

A hundred or more persons, mggtly 
negroes, are reported marooned fear. 
the town of Douglas, and at Cummins 
between 300 and 400 negro convicts 
are crowded on what remains of the 
Arkansas river levee at that point. 
The steamer Bay City, chartered by the 
state prison board to rescue the con- 
victs at Cummins, left Pine Bluff late 
today, and another boat was started 
for Red Fork to remove refugees in 
that section. The Bay City will at- 
tempt to rescue the persons marooned 
near Douglas. 

The crest of the Arkansas river flood 
reached Little Rock tonight and the 
White river was reported stationary 
Newport. With clear and cold 
weather both rivers are falling rap 
idly along the upper reaches, but it 
ig feared the sharp drop in tempera- 
ture will cause much suffering among 
the refugees. 

People Flee From Newport. 

Besides the break in the levee near 
Cummins the White river embankment 
at Newport collapsed early today, and 
tonight the business section of that} 
town was inundated to a depth.of fif- 
teen feet. Other breaks were reportéd 
in the Arkansas river levee between 
Cummins and Red Fork, but the re- 
ports could not be verified tonight. ; 

While the entire town of Newport 
and a large area of farm land in that 
section is under water, the situation 
in that vicinity is not so critical as 
in the extreme southeastern corner of 
the state. The break at Newport was 
anticipated and the majority of the 
five thousand residents left the city

REPEAL IT! 


Council will no doubt suspend the city 
‘ordinance which prohibits city employees 
from residing outside the city limits, until 
July 1, 1916. That is good, as far as it goes. 

But why suspend it? If it is a bad ordi- 


- hance, and the burden of the evidence is all 


against it, why not repeal it at once and 
have done with it? 

If there is good reason why any city 
employee of a particular class should reside 
close to the scene of his employment, that is 
a different matter; but where no such rea- 
son exists and in those cases where the city 
unquestionably gets better service as the 
result of residence in the country air or 
what at least approaches it, surely it is 
folly to apply a rule which would deny it 
that service. : 

The school teachers of Atlanta, for ex- 
ample, should unquestionably have the priv- 
ilege of living out in the open wherever and 
; whenever they desire it. Cooped in school 
rooms all day long, there is no class of 
employees who need more the strength and 
health-giving qualities of the open air. 
Suburban residence, often just across the 
city limits, offers opportunity for it. Where 
they seek it they should be encouraged in 
it rather than denied. 

Atlanta cannot afford to lay down any 
hard and fast rule of residence, either for 
her school teachers upon whom her future 
men and women are more or less dependent, 
or for other classes of employees who, by 
reason of suburban residence, may be en- 
abled to render better service. What the 
city wants and needs is efficiency, and it 
should encourage those policies that build it. 

Efficiency is unquestionably improved by 
open air and country living. The ordinance 
that stands in its way should be not sus- 
ponded, but repealed, and the more speedily 
and emphatically the better. 


A HAPPY SOLUTION. 


Happily for the state as well as for the 
state board of health, prospective settlement 
of the problem of secretary and executive 
officer of that important Georgia depart- 
ment is promised in the most gratifying 
and satisfactory manner in which it can be 
solved—the retention of Dr. Harris himself. 

For nearly three years the resignation 
of Dr. H. F. Harris as secretary has been 
before the board awaiting such action as it 
might see fit to take. There has never 
been a time when the board wished or de- 
sired to accept it; on the other hand, it has 
fought against acceptance. Despite the 


resignation, the board has sought to retain 


as long' as possible his splendid and able 
services, 

The matter at last came to an issue with 
the board's recent annual meeting. It was 
necessary for the welfare of the department 
and the important service it renders the 
state to bring an end to the uncertainty in- 
volved in the situation. A committee was 
appointed to find a successor to Dr. Harris, 
and it was then announced that an effort 
would be made to retain him. 

Agreeable to Dr. Harris, it is understood, 
his resignation will not be accepted, and he 
will remain in charge of the state's impor- 
tant health work which he has so ably de- 
veloped and in the conduct of which he has 
rendered such signal and distinguished 
service to Georgia. : 

Dr. Harris is a pioneer in health work in 
Georgia. A Georgian himself and a scientist 
who has devoted his life to the study of 
health problems, he has been deeply and 
~ peculiarly interestèd in the service he has 
been able to render his state through the 
application of his extended knowledge of 
the subject. He began his service with the 
state board of health when it was first or- 


ee 
|, ert some twelve years ago, 


under his direction that the work 
and expanded until it. has established a 
record of important and valuable attain- 
ment second to that of no southern state. 

It is not only in the matter of execution, 
but in important research work, that Dr. 
Harris has proven his value. It is that re- 


search work, involving the solution of new 


and intricate health problems, that has 
given him an international reputation. In 
medical circles no man in the state stands 
higher, and his opinions are everywhere 
sought and valued. 

The state is fortunate indeed in being 
able to retain in its-service one who is 80 
eminently qualified to direct the great work 
entrusted to him. ,

Stewart, based upon conclusions drawn 
from a study of city and county registration 
lists, as well as the payment of taxes, that 
60 per cent of the people of Atlanta move

Today, February’ 2, is the sixty-eighth 
anniversary of the city council of Atlanta. 
On February 2, 1848, the first city coun- 
cil held its first meeting in a store at 
what is now Five Points. ‘The first council 
was as follows: 

Mayor, Moses W. Formwalt; councilmen, 
Benjamin F. Bomar, Jonas F. Smith, James 
A. Collins, R. M. Bullard,’ A. M. Walton,

The first council elected the first city 
hall officials as follows: 

German M. Lester, marshal; Thomas 
Shivers, deputy marshal; L. C. Simpson, 
clerk: O. Houston, treasurer. Simpson de- 
cline@ to serve and Robert M. Clarke was 
elected clerk. The marshal was the chief 
of police. : 

At this council meeting the first city 
license was granted to Gershom C. Rogers 
to use his tan-yard branch as a slaugater 
pen, which was located on a smail stream 
of water where is now the junction of Kor- 
syth and Brotherton streets.

There is 
hardly a week goes by but that some 
delegation does not come to the exec- 
utive office in Washington bearing 
some kind of protest, some kind of 
request, some kind of urgent message 
looking toward interference in the in- 
terests of peace. Why, I have talked 
with earnest men and women, not of 
our own citizenship, but come out of 
the body of these other great nation 
who pleaded with me to put the mora 
force of the government of the United 
States into the one or the other of 
the European scales, so as to see that 
this struggle was the sooner brought 
to a peaceful conclusion. America is 
looked upon to sit in a sort of moral 
judgment upon the processes of war; 
and the processes of what a war! The 
world, my fellow citizens, never wit- 
nessed a struggle like this before.

America Must Keep Law Alive. 


“What is America expected to do? 
She is expected to do nothing less than 
keep law alive while the rest of the 
world burns. You know that there is 
no international tribunal, my fellow 
citizens. I pray God that if this con- 
test have no other result, it will at 
least have the result of creating an 
international] tribunal and producing 
some sort of joint guarantee of peace 
on the part of great nations of the 
world. But it has not yet done that, 
and the only thing, therefore, that 
keeps America out of danger is that 
to some degree the understandings, the 
ancient und honorable understandings 
of nations with regard to their rela- 
tions with one another and to the cit- 
izens of one another are to some ex- 
tent still observed and followed. And 
is a departure from 
them the United States is called upon 
to intervene, to speak its voice of pro- 
test, to speak its voice of insistence. 

“Do you want it to be only a voice 
of insistence? Do you want the sit- 
uation to be such that all that the 
president can do is to write messages; 
to utter words of protest? If these 
breaches of international law which 
are in daily danger of occurring should 
touch the very vital interests and 
honor of the United States do you wish 
to do nothing about it? Do you wish 
to have all the world say that the 
flag of the United States, which we 
love, can be stained with impunity?

“If there is any thought on the part 
of .those who make armor plate and 
munitions that they will get extraor- 
dinary profits out of preparation for 
national defense, all I have to say is 
that they will be sadly disappointed.

“T have heard some gentlemen say: 
‘My constituents do not object to the 
program, but they do object to the 
bills that will have to be paid after- 
wards.’ I would be very sorry to give 
that account of any constituency in 
the United States. I would be very 
sorry to believe—and I do not believe 
—that any constituency in the United 
States would be governed by consider- 
ations of that sort. Of course, it is 
going to cost money to prepare for de- 
fense, but equally, of course, the 
American people are going to pay for 
it, and pay for it without any grum- 
bling whatever; because we are not

DISCUSSING PLAYS THAT CONFLICT AND CONFUSE 


Batting out of order plays always 
confuses. Every time such plays come 
up, and the mistake is not noticed un- 
til it is too late to be rectified, an argu- 
ment arises as to who should look aft- 
er this phase of play. It so happens 
that the rules conflict on all batting 
out of order plays, which makes the so- 
lution of placing the blame all the more 
difficult. 


The first séction of Rule 51 covers 
in a way the batting out of order play. 
It states that the batsman is out if 
he fail to take his position at base 
in the order in which his name appears 
on the batting list unless the error is 
discovered and the proper batsman re- 
places him beforg he become a base 
runner, in which case the ‘balls and 
strikes- must be counted in the time 
“at bat” of the proper batsman. This 
rule, however, shall not be enforced 
unless the mistake is discovered be- 
fore the ball is pitched to the succeed- 
ing batsman. 


That last part of the rule puts it up 
entirely to the team in the field or 
the manager of thé team on the bench. 
It makes it necessary that the mistake 
be discovered immediately and that a 
protest be made to the ees before 
the pitcher delivers a ball to the next 
batter. It places a premium on being 
wide-awake. Several years ago in a 

ame at St. Louis Manager Chance bat- 
ed in place of the pitcher. He start- 
ed a batting rally that netted several 
runs. He came up the second time in 
this same inning. After having batted 
and scored he took up coaching duties 
at third. With five runs in, two men 
out and two runners on the bases, one 


of-the players yelled to Chance that he 


was up again. Chance rushed to the 
bench, got hig bat, hit safely and drove 
in two runs. Not until the inning was 
over was it discovered that Chance had 
batted out of turn. Shortstop Derrick, 
who batted eighth, was so interested 
in the rally that he never did take part 
in it. Chance first batted for the 
iteher and, of course, should have bat- 
ed in the same place the next time up. 
Instead, his second time up he Datted 
where Derrick should have hit: Had 
the mistake been discovered immedi- 
ately, Derrick, the proper batsman, 
would have been declared out and the 
two runs scored on Chance’s single 
would have been erased. Since St.

Rule 61, the first section, makes it 
appear that the umpire has nothing to 
do in the matter unless the mistake 
be discovered before a ball has been 
pitched to the succeeding batsmen. Yet 
Rule 57 places an entirely different 
aspect on the situation. It says the 
umpire shall declare the batsman and 
base runner out without for an appeal 
for such decision, in all cases where 
such player shall be put out in accord- 
ance with any of these rules, except 
section 13 and 18 of Rule 56, neither of 
which has reference to the batting out 
of order play, and would make it seem 
that such play was up to the umpire. 
There is no doubt that more care should 
be exercised in watching batting out of 
order plays. It hardly seems that the 
umpire should be made to watch the 
batting order; he has plenty of other 
things to do. The batting out of order 
rule could stand some attention.

New York, February 1.— While still 
more or less irreguiar and unsettled, 
the cotton market showed a steadier 
tone today, with May contracts selling 
up from 11.98 to 12.12.and closing at 
12.06. 

Liverpool was better than due and 
the market here opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 6 to 13 points, with the more 
active positions selling 9 to 13 points 
net higher on or immediately following’ 
call. This improvement carried May 
contracts up to 12.05 and October to 
12.21, but there was a good deal of 
cotton for sale, and one broker alone 
was credited with selling nearly 15,000 
bales of May on a scale down from 
12.06 to 11.98. This selling seemed to 
confuse sentiment more or less and 
the general list sold back to within 4 
or 5 points of last night's closing fig- 
ures, but offerings were very well 
taken on a scale down and it looked as 
if large Wall street short interests 
were reducing their commitments. 
Trade interests were also considerable 
buyers and the market soon rallied, with 
the demand from scattering shorts be- 
coming more active as prices worked 
up until active months were about 14 
to 19 points net higher, with March 


selling at 11.89, July at 12.26 and Octo- 


ber at 12.28. Reactions of 9 or 10 
points followed later in the afternoon 
owing to a decline in the New Orleans 
spot market, realizing by early buyers 
and renewed liquidation, but Wall street 
covering steadied prices at the close. 
The firmer ruling of the stock rket 
probably promoted some of thb buy- 
ing, while thete appeared to be less 
nervousness over international politics 
and the extent of the recent decline 
combined with the smaller offerings 
of long cotton created reactionary sén- 
timent. Private cables attributed the 
advance in Liverpool to continental 
buying of new crop months, a cessa- 
tion of liquidation and the absence of 
hedge selling. Houses with Liverpool 
connections bought old crop months 
here, but were sellers of new crop de- 
liveries, while the greater part of the 
demand was attributed to covering by 
Wall street and scattering shorts.

bale. This halted the rise and pared 
down the early gain. At the best of 
the day the trading months were 17 
to 19 points over yesterday’s final fig- 
ures. The close Was at a net rise of 
11 to 15 points. 

The market opened at the advance 
and in the early trading gained 11 to 
12 points. Much of the demand game 
from realizing shorts, although some 
outside fresh buying was in evidence. 
The market was active on the opening 
call, and soon took on a firm tone, 
Feaf that the high water in the Mis- 
sissippi valley ould cause delay in 
crop preparations further increased the 
demand and in the early afternoon the 
market stood almost $1 a bale up on 
the most active months.

Market Has General Recov- 
ery From Protracted Pessi- 
mism--Believed President's 
Speeches Had Been Misin- 
terpreted. 


New York, February 1.—In explana- 
tion of today’s sudden and general re- 
covery of the stock market from its 
protracted pessimism, various reasons 
and theories were offered. Primarily, 
it was declared that the purport of } 
President Wilson’s recent speeches had 
been. misinterpreted, that they had not 
been intended to convey a sense of im- 
j mediate danger, but rather to awaken 
a feeling of patriotism in latent quar- 
ters. 

Moreover—and this was the reason- 
ing of the bulls for long account—it 
was evident that standard stocks had 


been oversold to levels where techni- 
cal conditions on the bear side were 
no less vulnerable than they had pre- 
viously been for the constructive ac- 
count. In any event, prices rallied eas- 
jily from low levels of Monday which 
marked the minimum of recent weeks. 

It is not improbable that a partial 
cessation of foreign liquidation and 
some more remarkable statements of 
railroad earnings, notably those of 
the Pennsylvania system, were factors 
tog strong to be ignored. Weekly re- 
views dealing with industrial. condi- 
[tions also were taken into the reck- 
oning. 

Rails and other investment issues 
participated less extensively in the rise 
than did certain of the specialties, but 
the breadth of the movement left little 
doubt that its impulse, in part at least, 
was derived from substantial sources. 

United States steel, which on the 
pangs ro day fell to 79%, its lowest 
quotati in over three months, was 
easily the leader, transactions in that 
stock aggregating a-very large per- 
onions of the Whole. Steel rose to 
$2%, an extreme gain of 2%. Cruci- 
ble steel was next in activity and 
ahead of the United States steel in 
the extent of its advance, rising four 
to 78, while other war shares reflect- | ST 
ed more confident buying. 

Bethlehem steel on very few sales 
rose 15 to 465, with two to five points 
gains in oils, coppers, motors and a; 
score or more of miscellaneous issues, 
while Industrial Alcohol rose 16% to 
160 and Cuban American sugar 20 
to 196. Altogether it was a disastrous 
session for the short interest, whose 
urgent covering of contracts added to 
the day’s business.

| peal of the law is backed by corn in- 


terests. This law was put on the 
books some years ago to prevent the 
adulteration of wheat flour by mixing 
in flour. The market 
for corn products, it is expected, will 
become somewhat narrowed in certain 


_ respects in the next few years and it 


is the plan of the corn people to cre- 
ate a new field by the repeal of this 
law. It is their claim that it would 
give the consumer cheaper flour. While 
it is true that the price of the prod- 
uct would be lower, it is also true 
that the quality of the product would 
be lowered more greatly than the price. 
It is against this that the bakers are 
fighting.“

New York, February 1.— Extreme 
fashions in women’s dress will be one 
of the most important topics to be 
considered at the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs of America, to be 
held here next May, says Mrs. William 
Grant Brown. chairman of the local 


board of the federation. 

Pen thousand delegates will take 
back to their homes a concrete idea 
of.dress reform that will be a bless- 
ing to the whole country.” said Mrs. 
Brown. “We believe in the decollette 
gown so far as it is a work of art, but 
it should be modest and never sensa- 
tional. There has grown up a cus- 
tom of dress: for women, especially 
young girls, that is simply frightful. 
The extreme split skirt that shocked 
us once has given place to the ex- 
treme split waist. Evening gowns 
worn nowadays by women who prob- 
ably mean well, but are foolish, are 
utterly disgusting, being cut in some 
cases almost to the waist line.

Dr. William Norman Guthrie, in his 
Uncſe Sam 
and Old World Conquerors,” interested, 
irritated and set to thinking deeply 
the very appreciative audience who 
welcomed him to Atlanta for the sixth 
time. The purpose of the lecture and 
the purpose of Dr. Guthrie's book, 
which bears the title of the lecture, is 
to stimulate a ‘substantial and more 
vigorous ideal of American patriot- 
ism—an ideal which Dr. Guthrie be- 
lieves must be, to develop the high- 
est type of American. 

This type cannot exist until the 
American knows himself more thor- 
oughly as he is, and it was while the 
brilliant speaker was revealing some 
lof the things the American is and 
some of the things he is not that Dr. 
Guthrie irritated the audience, which 
he held enthralled with interest for 
an hour and a half. 

Must Know History. 

One of the first steps the American 
must take to start the making of the 
ideal is to know the history of his 


of that history, but to know the his- 
tory back of the nation, and the racial 
elements that have been merged into 
that background. 

“Uncle Sam,” as the symbol of Ameri- 
can citizenship, he selected and traced 
the character as it expressed itself 
through Benjamin Franklin, Andrew 
Jackson and Abraham Lincoln. He 
toughed upon the influences of the 
American Indian, and upon the dignity 
and sublimity of the character of 
George Washington standing majestic- 
ally in American history, as one of 
the greatest inspirations: to an ideal. 

He talked logically and eloquently 
upon the obligation of the American 
to the immigrant, and reasoned that 
Americans employ unjust and imprac- 
tical methods in their effort to make a 
loyal American citizen of him. 

Man Loves Country. 

It is the nature of man, he ex- 
Plained, to love his native land—the 
land he has produced, or that which 
has produced him. To make a man 
love the land of his adoption is to 
make him see wherein he can contrib- 
ute to making that country reat, 
giving him not merely the political 
right in it, but an actual part in the 
more spirit and greater part of the 
nation’s building. 

The speaker showed how it is possi- 
ble to make the loyal American of the 
immigrant without taking from the. 
latter the ideals of the country pro- 
ducing him. 

While Dr. 
close sometimes, in his analysis of the 
average American citizen as a patriot, 
all the time he set his hearers to 
thinking how great the American could 
be if he would, and how possible it is 
for him to set up an ideal that will 
make-him greater even than he thinks 
he is, and a powerful factor in world 
civilization.
